Key West, April 5.—-Acting under or­ 
ders from Washington, Captain Samp­ 
son, commander of the United States 
fleet in these waters, has sent the survey 
boat Bache from the Tor ta gas to Ha­ 
vana. 
Her sailing orders were dispatched 
late last evening over the new cable and 
an hour later the Bache was on her way 
to Caba. It is assumed here that she 
goes to afford a mode of safe egress for 
American citizens should a riot occur in 
Havana or war be declared. 
The Mangrove, which was lying at 
the dock here, also received unexpected 
carders to proceed to Havana late last 
night and sailed immediately. 
The 
usual exciting rumors regarding trouble 
in Havana ran riot after her departure. 
Naval officers here chafe over the de­ 
lay and suspense in the present relations 
with Spain.

Lloyds, considers th at a deal of trouble 
aud anxiety w ould often be avoided if 
captains w ould b u t tak e the trouble to 
speak ships w ith in read in g distance of 
their signals. In m a n y instances anxiety

In many instances anxiety 
with respect to overdue vessels would 
be allayed, 
and, 
furthermore, there 
would continually be news for the 
friends of masters aud for the hundreds 
of thousands of others who aro interest­ 
ed in the great merchant marine of this 
country. 
Chatting the matter over, Captain 
Frond, the secretary of the Shipmasters’ 
society, said: “ The practice of speaking 
each other at sea and reporting at every 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among the captains of the present 
day. 
I suppose they are indifferent, or 
careless, and do not consider it worth 
the trouble of hoisting the signals aud 
making out the other fellow ’s. 
It is a 
very great pity that an exceedingly use­ 
ful custom should be neglected, and I 
am glad to learn that Colonel Hozier is 
doing his utmost to induce masters to 
speak other ships aud to report when­ 
ever it is possible. 
“ I am convinced that if captains can 
be persuaded to take the trout Ie to do 
this much good service w ill be rendered 
to the public generally. This society it 
doing its utmost to get masters to re­ 
vive the practice.” 
Captain Frond’s appeal was strength­ 
ened by the picturesque evidence of an 
old time skipper, who admitted that 
speaking and signaling had beeu almost 
entirely neglected of late year* " Win n 
I first 5veut to sea,” he said, “ it was 
the invariable custom to exchange names 
and destinations and sometimes reckon­ 
ings with passing ships, but nowadays 
captains don’t bother. 
Sometimes a 
skipper is short handed and be w on’t 
take even one man from his work, but 
mostly be doesn’t bother himself about 
the thing at all. That’s my experience, 
and I ’ve been at the game a week or 
tw o.” —London Mail.

be largely increased when definite in­ 
formation from the negro quarter which 
suffered 
most is secured. 
The flood 
burst upon these peoplo without warn­ 
ing and owing to the weak construction 
of their shanties they toppled over in 
the rush of water, leaving their inmates 
no means of getting out of danger. 
Hundreds of people who lived farther 
from the river front sought safety on 
roofs aud in upper stories, or made a 
retreat to the hills at the west. 
These are being removed as rapidly as 
possible to places where they can be 
given proper care. 
No effort has ye*

recter! almost entirely to providing sup­ 
plies and making the homeless as com­ 
fortable as possible.

A young man in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best systematic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academie education, 
with the view of equipping him self fo* 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing him self to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: “ A sa 
substitute for a college education, where 
it is a matter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
Wisely chosen and followed, would be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be true 
Some mon absorb 
information more 
readily and retain it better under self 
training, w hile others need the compul­ 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
apon the mind. 
But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute must be found, 
then a course of reading is unquestioa 
•Ady good— none bettor, in fact.” 
With respect to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, “ since so much depends upon 
the particular 'field of historical fiction* 
desired. 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that which suggests the reading 
of a number of the best novels dealing 
with successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon times to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [not 
reproduced in this extract] which in 
eludes typical books by the various mas­ 
ters of English historical fiction, bat it 
might be doubled in length several times 
over without exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
selection may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germany, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of Europe and 
America. 
The field is almost lim itless, 
but I have begun with the history of 
England, as containing the direct source r 
of American history which need to be 
grasped before one can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our owb 
national I if a ”

A N u m b e r o f V a lu a b le P ro d u c ts F ro m th* 
Big Bright Blossom. 
Sunflower oil made from the seeds is 
in great demand in this country. 
lo 
Russia m illions of pounds of the seed# 
are raised annually for the oil, aud 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint 
rrs for inside work, but it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses. 
It is mixed Witt 
most of oui 
cheap paints aud also with many pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of late years effort# have 
been made to refine the oil so a# to sell 
in competition with olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Many 
consider it equal to the ordinary grad# 
of olive and aLoond oil for table uses 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In Maryland a good deal of this oil I# 
nade to supply the Baltimore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from the seeds 
the residue is made into cakes for caitif 
food, and while not so nutritious as the 
food made from the fresh seeds it is of 
considerable value. 
The factories that 
vxpress the oil sell the seed cakes at • 
merely nominal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India aud 
Europe a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the nativoe 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed with the same 
diet, only the seeds aud heads are chop­ 
ped up together, and even the leaves are 
fed to the animals. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves aud beads, aro dried and used far 
fu el One acre of sunflowers w ill yield a 
great many cords of good wood. 
The 
.stalks ore large, tough, brittle and good 
burners. 
A few acres of such fuel w ill 
last one all winter. 
There are many other uses for sunflow­ 
ers that the ingenuity of man has da­ 
rked, but the instances cited are snf- 
Uckut to show the sunflower has out­ 
lived its association with a decadent

Aion# Which Young Men Ana 
vined to Pursue Knowledge* 
A young m an in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best system atic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academic education, 
w ith the view of equipping him self fox 
literary pursuits, and also w hich books 
would be the m ost beneficial to read 
w ith the idea of preparing him self to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edw ard W. Bok replies: “ A a a 
substitute for a college education, w here 
it is a m atter of choice, I am not so anre, 
since so much depends upon the m an. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
Wisely chosen and followed, w ould be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, w hile in the case of another 
m an ju st the reverse would be tru e 
Some men absorb 
inform ation moi# 
readily and retain it better under self 
training, w hile others need the com pul­ 
sory force of teaching to im press things 
upon the mind. 
B ut where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute m ust be found, 
then a coarse of reading is m iquestio* 
silly good—none better, in fac t.” 
W ith rasped to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to cuter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, ' ‘since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction* 
desired, 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that w hich suggests the reading 
of a num ber of the best novels dealing 
w ith successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon tim es to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [not 
rep rodeoed in this extract] which in 
eludes typical books by the various m as­ 
ters of English historical fiction, b at it 
m ight be doubled iu length several times 
over w ithout exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
•election may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germ any, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of Europe and 
America. 
The field is alm ost lim itless, 
but I have begun w ith the history of 
England, as containing the direct soure r 
of Am erican history w hich need to be 
grasped before one can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our owu 
national life.”

Russia m illions of pounds of the seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from th at country. 
In the crude state it is used by p ain t 
era for inside w ork, but it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur 
poses, 
It is m ixed wit! 
most of oui 
cheap paints and also with m any pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of Jato years efforts hare 
been made to refine the oil so as to soli 
in com petition w ith olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex­ 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Mony 
consider it equal to the ordinary grad* 
of olive and alm ond oil for table usoa 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In M aryland a good deal of this oil la 
made to supply the B altim ore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from the seeds 
the residue is m ade into cakes for cattle 
food, and w hile not so nutritious as the 
food m ade from the fresh seeds it is of 
oonsiderable value. 
The factories that 
vxpress the oil sell the seed cakes a t e 
m erely nom inal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India aud 
Europe a fair kind of bread is m ads 
from sunflower seeds, and the natives 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed w ith the sam# 
diet, only the seeds aud heads art! chap­ 
ped up together, and even the leaves are 
fed to the anim als.

The fine old custom of speaking pass­ 
ing ships is rapidly dying out among 
the skippers of today, aud tho general 
opinion seems to be th a t the modern 
m aster is, as a rule, too easy going to 
bother about anything of the sort. 
Colonel 
Boxier, 
the 
secretary of 
Lloyds, considers th a t a deal of trouble 
aud anxiety would often bo avoided if 
captains would but take the trouble to 
speak ships w ithin reading distance of 
their signals. In m any instances anxiety 
w ith respect to overdue vessels would 
be allayed, 
and, 
furtherm ore, there 
would continually be news for the 
friends of m asters and for the hundreds 
of thousands of others who are interest­ 
ed in the great m erchant m arine of this 
country. 
C hatting the m atter over, Captain 
Frond, the secretary of the S hipm asters’ 
society, said: “ The practice of speaking 
each other at sea aud reporting at every 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among the captains of the present 
day. 
I suppose they are indifferent, or 
careless, and do not consider it w orth 
the trouble of hoisting the signals aud 
m aking out the other fellow ’s. 
It is a 
very great pity th a t au exceedingly use­ 
ful custom should bo neglected, and I 
am glad to learn that Colonel Hozier is 
doing hie utm ost to induce m asters to 
speak other ships and to report w hen­ 
ever it is possible. 
“ I am convinced th a t if captains can 
be persuaded to take the trouble to do 
this much good service w ill be rendered 
to the public generally. This society is 
doing its utm ost to get m asters to re­ 
vive the practice.” 
Captain F rond’s appeal was strength­ 
ened by the picturesque evidtuce of an 
old tim e skipper, who adm itted that 
speaking and signaling had beeu almost 
entirely neglected of late yeara ” When 
I first w ent to sea,” he said, “ it was 
the invariable custom to exchange names 
and destinations and sometimes reckon 
iugs w ith passing ships, but nowadays 
captains don’t bother. 
Sometimes a 
skipper is short banded and he w on’t 
take even one man from his work, bot 
m ostly be doesn’t bother him self about 
the thing at all. T h at’s my experience, 
and I ’ve been at the gam e a week or 
tw o .” —London Mail.

SHAWNEETOWN. 


Two Hundred People Are Hornless, 
and Two Score Dead. 
Ridgeway, Ilia., April 6.— Almost two 
■core of bodies of victims of the Shaw­ 
neetown flood have been recovered and 
hundreds of homeless people 
are de­ 
pendent upon 
charity 
for 
food and 
shelter. 
The 
doath 
Hat Is likely to 
be largely increased when definite in­ 
formation from the negro quarter which 
suffered 
most 
is secured. 
The flood 
burst upon these peoplo without warn­ 
ing and owing to the weak construction 
of their shanties they toppled over iu 
the rush of water, leaving their inmates 
no means of getting out of clanger. 
Hundreds of people who lived farther 
from the river front sought safety on 
roofs aud in upper stories, or made a 
retreat to the hills at the west. 
These are being removed as rapidly as 
possible to places where they can be 
given proper care. 
No effort has yet 
been made to search for bodies, the at­ 
tention of the relief parties being di­ 
rected almost entirely to providing sup­ 
plies and making the homeless as com­ 
fortable as possible. 
The relief work is 
well organized aud tho tents, blankets 
and food sent by the governor were 
promptly distributed. 
Those who es­ 
caped lost everything aud their homes 
are in ruins.

TO EDUCATE ONESELF. 


I U h m A lo n g W h ic h Y o u n g M e n A f *

v in e d t o P a r o u e K n o w le d g e . 
A young m an in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies* Home Journal inquires 
the best system atic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academie education, 
w ith the view of equipping him self foe 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
w ith the idea of preparing him self to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edw ard W. Bok rep lies: **Ai a 
sn Institute for a college education, where 
it is a m atter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man, 
To one man a good course of reading. 
Wisely chosen and follow**}, w ould be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, w hile in the case of another 
man ju st the reverse would be trim 
Some mon absorb 
inform ation more 
readily and retain it better nuder self 
training, w hile others need the com pul­ 
sory force of teaching to im press things 
upon the m ind. 
B at where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acnes 
lible, and a substitute m ust be found, 
then a course of reading is un question 
ably good—none bettor, in fact. ” 
W ith respect to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, ' ‘since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction’ 
desired. 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that w hich suggests the reading 
of a num ber of the best novels dealing 
w ith successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon tim es to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [not 
reproduced in this extract] w hich in 
eludes typical books by the various m as­ 
ters of English historical fiction, but it 
m ight be doubled in length several time# 
over w ithout exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
•election may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, G erm any, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of Europe and 
America. 
The field is alm ost lim itless, 
but I have begun w ith the history of 
England, as containing the direct sourer s 
of Am erican history w hich need to be 
grasped before one can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our owe 
national life. ”

in great dem and in th is country.

Russia m illions of pounds of the seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
Urge quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint 
era for inside w ork, but it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses. 
It is mixed w it! 
most of oui 
cheap paints aud also with m any pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of late years efforts h a rt 
been made to refine the oil so as to scil 
in com petition w ith olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex­ 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Mony 
consider it equal to the ordinary grad* 
of olive and alm ond oil for table use* 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In M aryland a good deal of th is oil ta 
made to supply the B altim ore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from the seeds 
the residue is m ade into cakes for cattle 
fool, and w hile not so nutritious as tbs 
food m ade from the fresh seeds it is of 
considerable value. 
The factories th at 
express the oil sell the seed cakes at a 
m erely nom inal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India and 
Europe a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the native* 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. T heir cattle are fed w ith the sam e 
diet, only the seeds and heads are chop­ 
ped up together, and even the leaves are 
fed to the nuimals. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves aud heads, are dried and used far 
fueL One acre of sunflowers w ill yield rn 
great m any cords of good wood. 
The 
stalks ore large, tough, brittle and good 
burners. 
A few acres of such fuel w ill 
last one all w inter.
